LIBERTY, Mo., Nov. 13.—The gallows 
waits for William Carr, who drowned his 
litde daughter Belle in the Missouri River, 
Oct. 10. 

To-day he was sentenced to be hanged

morning Carr was brought from his cell by 
Deputy Sheriff Cave to the court-room and 
given a seat directly in front of Judge

time the court Was passing sentence, with 
head bowed. The Judge called the case of 
the State of Missouri against William Carr 
and said tha: the Grand-jury had indicted 
him by four counts for murdering his own 
child Belle Carr, on Oct. 10, 1897. 

To this charge he had pleaded guilty. Not- 
withstanding his admise.on of guilt the 
court feit it to be its duty to appoint two 
of the foremost attorneys, Judge Sandusky 
and Col, Ailen, to represent him, and had 
also heard evidence produced by the State 
and been convicted beyond all reasonable 
doubt that he was guilty as charged, and in 
obedience to the law and his duty, he would 
sentence h.m to be taken thence to jail and 
there safely kept unt.] Friday, Dec. 17. when 
he would be taken to the gallows and be 
hanged by his neck until he was dead, and 
that God might have mercy on his soul. 

The court-room was crowded during the 
rendition of the sentence, and the stillness 
was intense and only broken by the Judge's 
voice as he spoke the fatal words, Dur- 
ing the passing of the sentence Carr Was 
apparentiy unmoved, showing no signs of 
emotion,

Hounds have been used considerably in 
North Carolina of late years. The city of 
Florence keeps half a dozen of them, and 
they are in great demand throughout the 
surrounding country. The city gets good pay 


| for them whenever they are sent away, and 


revenue derived from this source is not in- 
considerable. Besides this, the presence of 
the dogs in the city has acted as a deterrent 
to criminals, and the number of burglaries 
and incen@iary fires has been min.mized. 
Within the last year they have run down 
two murderers, who have been made to 
pay the penalties of the‘r crimes. The dogs 
are sent anywhere on receipt of a telegram 
with the assurance that the price of their 
services will be paid. 

The State of Kentucky keeps a number 
of bloodhounds constantly on hand at the 
Eddyville penitentiary. About three years 
ago they helped run down threé bandits, 
who robber a Mobile & Ohio passenger tra‘n 
near Bardwell. On another. occasion they fol- 
lowed a negro who had outrag-d and k.iled 


'a White girl and murdered her younger sister 


at Wickl.ffe, near Bardwell, and finally lo- 
cated him in a box car at Sikeston, Mo. The 
negro was taken back to Kentucky and 
lynched. 

Other services of a similar nature have 
been rendered by the official canine detec- 
tives of Kentucky. They are also kept 
in other Southern States, includ.ng the 
Carolinas, Tennessee, Georgia, 
and Mississippi, but 
knwon, is the only State that ke: ps them 
officially in gonnection with the peniten- 
liary 

There can, be no doubt that the hounds 
constitute.a valuable adjunct to the ju- 
dicial and executive machinery of any coun- 
ty or State. The unfailing scent makes 
them a terror to evil doers, and unless the 
trail is too cold ‘t is almost impossible for 
a criminal to escape when once they are 
placed on his trail.

| Louis Is Dying at His Home on Lough- 


borough Avenue and Joseph 
Will Probably Re- 
cover. 


As the clock was striking the hour of 
noon Louts Schrempp and Joseph Schrempp, 
brothers, were both stricken. with paraly- 
sis. 

The right side of Louls was affected and 
the left side of Joseph. Louis is in a crit- 
ical condition and fs expected to die at any 
moment. Joseph may recover. 

The two brothers are both saloonkeepers. 
Louis’ place is at 3630. Loughborough ave- 
nue: Joseph's at 4001 South Broadway. Both 
live with their famikes above the saloons, 
Louis is 45. Joseph ts 43. 

As 12 o'clock approached they were both 
behind the bars of their saloons, many 
blocks apart. As the hour atruck they 


were both stricken. 

Léuis was alone in his saloon. He atag- 
gered up the stairs and into the presence 
of his wife. 

“T have a terrible pain here,”’ he said, 
holding his left hand to his stomach. 

His right hand hung limp at his side. 
“T have no feeling in my right side,” he 
added. 

His wife started toward him. Before she 
reached his side he fell in a faint at her 
feet. 

She summoned help and he was put to 
bed. He has never rallied, and once or twice 
he was thought to be dying. The doctors 
say there is no hope for him. 

When Joseph was stricken he fell as 
though struck with a club. A lounger in 
the saloon called the members of the fam- 
fly. He was put to bed and Dr. Jordan of 
California avenue and Osage street was 
called. His left stde was not completely 
paralyzed. He wis soon able to hobble 
about, but he still suffers great discomfort. 

The two men have another brother, Val- 
entine who keeps a saloon at 7714 South 
Broadway. The noon hour passed without 
his feeling anything unusual, but he hi eh

HAVANA, Via Tampa, Nov. 16.—Further investigation shows that the condition 


of the unarmed country. and townpeople is worse than even the Startling truth first 
printed and proved by the Post-Dispatch. 


It appears now that nearly 75 per cent of the 400,000 helpless women, children and 
non-combatants affected by Weyler’s savagery are dead. Despite the orders issued by 
Gen. Blanco to feed the starving, the daily mortality of the remaining “reconcen- 
trados” is frightful. 


In Artemisa Parish, the church records show 8,000 deaths during the seventy-three 
years preceding this war. In one year of the infamous reign of Weyler, 5,125 persons 
were buried with church services and many without—and these dead victims of Wey- 
ler’s hate were not rebels. 

Horrible as is this plague of hunger, more terrible still to American women, will 
be the story of prostitution of innocent girls and children. Indeed, it is one of the 
saddest features of the plague. It has been to them either that or death. The priests tell 
me this. 


The poor Cubans, however, have not been the only victims of this tefrible war. 

Spain has paid for good treatment of her patriotic sons, but they have been robbed 
until, half starved and half clad, they have died like sheep in the alternate roasts and 
chills of Cuba’s days and nights. 

As near as can be conservatively computed from official figures, little more than 
half are left alive and well of the 180,000 vigorous peasant lads Spain sent to Cuba. 
The figures show that 32,000 died in hospitals, 12,000 on the field and 12,000 are still 
in the hospital. The others were sent home as “inutile.” Of this enormous number, 
it is improbable that more than 5,000 met death or disability from Cuban bullets, dur- 
ing the real fighting of the invasion and the six months thereafter. The Cuban army 
has dwindled from 100,000 to about 30,000. 

The rabid Spaniards, who believe that only by extermination of the Cuban race can 
this war be won, openly challenge the good faith of Gen. Blanco’s statements as to 
his intention to feed and find work for those whom Gen. Weyler has not killed. They 
jubilantly claim that the new Captain-General is enforcing the barbarous “concentra- 
tion” of the country people exactly as his predecessor did. 

In the proportion of dead and in the barbarism which deliberately inflicted qych 
torture upon the defenseless part of a people, starving Cuba is the worst spectacle 
ever presented, perhaps, in any age or stage of civilization. Ultra-Spaniards are right 
and if Gen. Blanco maintains even in a modified degree the imprisonment of the re- 
maining thousands of destitute people within Spain's fortified towns, the spectacle 
will become even more revolting. 


ONE VAST GRAVEYARD. 


One of the best of the places where the pacificos were put on fortified plantations 
is the estate of “Central Suia,” owned by thé American citizen, Perfecto Sacoste. 

The actual figures of the death rate there show an almost unbelievable state of 
affairs. When the estate was fortified Sacoste allowed only the vigorous men whom 
he could use during the sugar season to remain. With their families there were 2,000 
persons. To-day there are not 500 left. The 1,500 perished of hunger. There was no 
epidemic. . 

The creek banks are absolutely filled With the buried. There is not‘a square yard 
of ground about the forts that is not taken for a grave. Between two slabs of palm 
bark for a coffin each miserable skeleton has been buried a few inches under ground, 

Usually in Cuba bodies are buried deep and the graves piled high with prickly 
bushes to keep away the dogs and vultures. They don't do it now. The bodies are 
scarcely worth the picking, and the dogs have all died, or as a still lively Cuban_told 
me, “They are so weak they have to lean against the fence to bark.” 

To such an extreme has come the poor corralled starvers that the soldiers have had 
to force the living to bury their dead. To cut this year’s cane laborers will have to 
be brought from Havana. There are not enough left alive and well even in the adja- 
cent eight fortified towns to work this ont plantation, Of the dead the great ma- 
jority are whites. Indeed, the white country people of Western Cuba are extinct or 
will be so in three months, if not better cared for than by a Spanish soldier's coarse 
service ration. 


SIX HUNDRED DIED IN ONE DAY. 


A frightful story of Artemisa Parish has been told. Deaths there continue eight to 
ten per day. No food is being issued by the authorities, as there is none there. In 
Madruga, during October 422 people died. The town had 3,500 inhabitants. At Guines 
there is shelter neither for the troops nor for the non-combatants, and both are dying 
fast. The “reconcentrados” have absclutely nothing to eat. In one day, Nov. 1, my 
informant states that 600 persons died—all presumably from hunger. 

In-one small house the Post-Dispatch correspondent found seventy persons 
dead bodies lay on the earthen floor, uncovered. The packed living ones, most of 
them seated upon the mud, paid no attention to the dead. Despair and weakness made 
them indifferent. 

At Trinidad the greater majority of the inhabitants have nothing left to eat. In 
Ysabel and Cuevitas it is the same. Almost all of the Guataros “reconcentrados” are 
dead. : 

In Pinar del Rio the correspondent of a Havana official paper states that “little 
children scratch with bloody fingers in the ground for the small rbate of sweet pota- 
toes, their mothers holding their miserable offspring to sterile bosoms. | 

The local Red Cross Society has its hands full caring for the Spanish soldiers, who 
deserve all that can possibly be done for them, so barbarously have they been robbed 
and exposed,

If the disease does not develop until the 
age of maturity a final recovery is much 
more likely. " 

“Another cauge given is an increased blood 
ressure, due to a too rapid action of the 
leart, Generally ‘bleeders’ are stout, 
healthy-looking, full-blooded people, whose 
appearance would never give rise to the 
Suspicion of disease. 

“The treatment is to replace the lost 
blood as quickly as possible, and so pre- 
serve the vitality. For rnis purpose pre- 
pared liquid foods of high nutritive value 
are used, which are easily and quickly con- 
verted into blood.”

It is a point which would 
be taken advantage of under other circum- 
stances and no Jackson County murderer 
with friends or influence or money would 
ever die before the point had been passed 
upon again. Liberty attorneys say the point 
in practically this form has been passed 
upon by the Supreme Court. 

Judge KE. J. Broaddus explained that he 
had bFeard testimony in the easa in order to 
convince himself beyond a doubt that Carr’s 
confession had been made in good faith and 
was true. He stated the law governing such 
cases, and said there was no precedent in 
Missouri of a Judge sentencing a man to 
death on his  uncorroborated confession. 
There is such a case in Illinois. Judge 
Broaddus explained that, where a prisoner 
confesses to murder, the Judge cannot sen- 
tence him on that apone. While the confes- 
sion acts as a waiver of the right to a trial 
by jury, no jury could be impaneleqd unless 
the plea of guilty was set aside.

village. 

_The five boys made their home in St. 
Charles County with their grandfather, Col. 
William Whitley, a Kentucky Indian fighter, 
and the reputed slayer of the great chief, 
Tecumseh, 

As they grew up these sons made trips, 
trading with the Indians and trapping fur 
animals, beyond the most advanced of the 
wh.ite settlements. : 

They blazed the Sublette trail through the 
Rockies, which was traveled by the gold 
hunters bound for California in 1849. Be- 
fore 1846 all five brothers had left Missouri 
for the West, the younger boys following 
their elder. 

Some years afterwards the two older 
brothers, William L. and Solomon Sublette, 
returned to Missouri and. settled in St. 
Louis. William L. Sublette, with the spirit 
of adventure in him chilled by advancing 
years, married Miss Frances Hereford, a 
beautiful woman, the daughter of an aris- 
tocratic but ruined Southern planter. As 
the wife of wealthy Wiliam L. Sublette 
she became as famed for her hospitality as 
for her beauty. 

The husband died in 1846, leaving a large 
estate, of which the Sublette farm, near 
old Sulphur @prings, was a part. That is 
now all inside the corporate ‘limits of St. 
Louis. There was no issue, and the prop- 
erty went to the widow.

Two lifeboats were smashed against the 
steamer’s side and washed away before 
success attended his efforts. The third life- 
boat. succeeded in.getting away from the 
steamer, but was ‘stove in and gank just 
as it ran alongside the bark. Happily, all 
the struggling men were hauled on board 
the Hermanos and were subsequently, with 
the rest of the crew, landed at Crookhaven, 
from which place they were forwarded te 
this city. 

The buats of the Hermanos made five 
trips before all the members of the Ruther- 
gien’s crew were rescued. Some idea of 
the difficulty of thig task may be gathered 


|from the fact that {t took nine hours to 


rescue all of the crew of the British steam- 
er. The latter number twenty-eight men 
in ail.

DRIFTING AT SEA. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Nov. 16.—After a 
most thrilling passage the three-masted 
schooner Edward W: Young, Capt. Wyman, 
arrived at Philadelphia from Providence, 
having lost overboard the mate, Philip Bell, 
aged 32 years, of Boston, and a Portuguese 
sailor named Manuel Mello, as well as the 
two lifeboats.

A stranger who played and won a game 
of pool, using his nose to drive the balls 
instead of the regulation cue, atésracted 
great attention at the Terminal Hotel Sun- 
day night. 

The billiard hall was thronged with 
patrons .when the game began. Soon the 
other tables were deserted and all eyes were 
turned to the novel contest. 

The man with the practicable nose played 
a wonderfully fine game of pool, and pock- 
eted eight balls. Amid loud applause he 
was proclaimed the winner. The last shot 
made, the-one that won him the game, was 
a bank for the side pocket, and it bore no 
resemblance to a scratch. 

The nose billiardist chalked his nose the 
Base as his opponent did his cue. He did 
not once have a miscue and he sent the 
balls spinning around the table with al- 
most as much speed as if they were driven 
with a cue. The game was an expeditious 
one, not more than five minutes being re- 
quired to play it. 

BE. H, Russell, manager of the Dilliard 
parlors at the Terminal, witnessed the 
game, He says there were dozens of old- 
time billiard players who saw it and all 
of them agreed they had never 
seen anything to equal it. Mr. Russell said 
he had been connected with pool and bil- 
lard rooms for fifteen years and it was 
the most unique game he had ever seen. 

“I do not know the name of the man 

who played with his nose,’ Mr. Rusgell 
said to a Post-Dispatch reporter, ‘‘nor do 
I know the name-of the man he played 
with nor the four others who were with 
them. They.were all strangers, guests of 
the hotel, and were waiting for outgoing 
trains. 
» “All of the men were well dressed, and I 
took them to be commercial travelers. They 
played three or four games of ordinary pool 
and while none in the party was an expert, 
they were all good players. 

“Finally one of the men made the propo- 
sition to play another of his party a game 
of 15-ball pool, using his nose instead of a 
cue,- The proposition was greeted with a 
laugh, but the man said he meant it, and 
offercd to maet supper for the party that 
he would make good his proposition. 

“Some of his friends called the man who 
made the proposition to play with his nose 
‘Harry. I id not hear his last name. 
-‘Harry’ sald that. he would make all his 
shots with his nose, his competitor to use a 
eue in the regular fashion. He did not want 
any odds and insisted on playing even. He 
wanted only one advantage in the contest 
in consideration of his handicap, and that 
was that he could place the cue ball any 
place on the table he desired. This was 
conceded without any argument. Then it 
was agreed that the man with the cue

““Harry’ chalked h’s nose and watched 
his opponent take the first shot. The balls 
were well separated and one went into a 
pocket. The man with the cue shot again 
and missed. Then the man with the rose 
had his inning. All eyes were upon him. 
He had chalked his nose with green chalk 
until it was completely cdvered. His nose 
looked funny with its coating of chalk, but 
it Was well formed and was put slightly 
larger than the avernge nose. 

“As it had been agreed he could place the 


cue ball wherever he chose, he selec@d a’ 


shot for one of the corner pockets. ‘Lhere 
was a ball about twelve inches from that 
pocket. He placed the cue ball about six 
inches behind the ball and took his position, 
He put his hands behind him and bent over 
the table. He sighted and then bent still 
lower. He gave his head a sudden push. 
The side of his nose struck the cue bail. 
It shot forward and struck the object ball 
as squarely as though it had been driven 
with a cue. The ‘click’ Was plainly heard. 
The object ball dropped into the pocket and 
the player had managed to put enough 
‘English’ on his ball to make it change its

AMERICAN BENEVOLENT ASSO- 
CIATION CANNOT TRANSACT 
BUSINESS HERE. 


ITS ‘ STRANGE PROSPECTUS. 


The Commissioner Remarks Upon the 
Mushroom Growth of Certain 
Organizations and the 
Danger to the Poor. 


Ed T. Orear, State Superintendent of In- 
surance, notified the American Benevolent 
Association Tuesday morning that its ap- 
plication for a certificate of authority to 
transact business in this State had been de- 
nied, not only because it proposed to issue 
and did issue Hmited payment or endow- 
ment certificate forms of policy, but upon 
more serious grounds. 

“The purpose,’’ said Mr. Orear to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter, “of placing the frater- 
nal insurance societies under the super- 
vision of the Insurance Department was 


fects of mismanagesment. There are about 
fifty fraternal societies in Missouri, with 
nearly 100,000 policy holders and a business 
amounting to $176,000,000. It is enormous, 
and the fact that almost the entire num- 
ber of policy holders consists of poor peo- 
pie, who take this form of insurance be- 
cause it is all they can afford, makes it all 
the more necessary that there should be 
close supervision of the interests involved. 

“ believe that the business of fraternal 
insurance if honestly managed, in a busi- 
ness-like way, is the best ¢lass of cheap in- 
Surance. But during the last fifteen or 
twenty years, in which there was no super- 
vision of them, something has gone wrong. 

“Since 1879 more than 850 fraternal insur- 
ance societies have sprung into existence 
in this State, most of them coming from 
other States. To-day there are only twenty- 
five or thirty of that number remaining. 
Just as soon as they would get a stack of 
death clatms on hand they would fold their 
tents and go out of business. 

“Take the American Benevolent Assoclia- 
tion, to which I have refused a certificate 
of authority, on the ground of its limited 
payment plan. I have notified that society 
that, even if it should abandon that form of 
policy. I would refuse a license, upon its 
own showing of the conduct of its business. 

“In its prospectus the society declares 
that ‘Our assessment rates are adjusted 
scientifically, according@:to the most re- 
liable statistics obtainable, upon the tables 
of mortality,’ etc. In the statement it de- 
clares the assessments are fixed without 
regard to age.’ The two declarations are 
not in harmony. 

“It further asserts that the assessment 
rates ‘possess a loading or excess charge 
over the same, suffictent to meet the 
widest fluctuation of the mortality and a 
further leading for the creation of a re- 
serve fund, the accumulation of which 
makes up the endowment at the expiration 
of ten years.’ 

“And yet, at the end of 189%, the associa- 
tion closes the year apparently without a 
dollar of reserve fund towards its endow- 
ments. Under its table of rates on _the 
mean amount of insurance in force, $1,720,- 
000, it should have collected about $20,000 
for the reserve fund alone. Its statement 
shows it entered as receipts for ‘reserve 
fund $20,376.36." Its illustration of results 
on page 11 of its prospectus shows the as- 
sociation should have had on the amount of 
insurance in force Dec. 31, 1896, somewhere 
from $25,000 to $35,000 invested on account of 
endowments at maturity, when there is 
nothing showm to be s0 invested, It has 
used up for other purposes money collected 
for a specific purpose. 

“The anseciation collected in 1896 $12,064.29 
for the mortuary fund. It disbursed $7,831.64 
for mortuar& and disability purposes, leav- 
in $4,232.56, which a, ao ae hagd to the 
redit of the mortuary fund. 
" “Assum'ng that the whole cash balance, 
$3429.86. belongs to that fund, it still leaves 
| $802.70 actually collected for specific death 
and disability benefits which has been mis- 
appropriated. 

“The law says the business of a fraternal 
association shall be conducted for the bene- 
fit of the members and not for profit. The 
| prospectus of the Ameriean Benevolent 
| Association gays: 
|" “<‘Tts expense of management ids limited 
‘absolutely to a small percentage of each 
/assessment, preventing extravagance and 
| waste.’ 

“Tf all that the annual statement shows 
($38.118.86) was legitimately collected for 
expenses, then its miscellaneous expense, 
| $39,490.37, was 103 per cent of that provis‘on. 
'Tf the $17,742 was all that was properly col- 
‘lected for expense, then its expenditures 
were 225 per cent of the provision for them, 
‘and still further_indicates misapplication of 
benefit funds. 

“Tt is remarkable that in the face of its 
‘declaration that ‘a mall percentage of each 
‘assessment’ will cover all expenses, this 
‘enormous ratio of general expense should 
obtain. and it is also remarkable that more 
than % per cent of its entire expenditure, 
excluding benefits, should go to the one 
item of salaries of officers, $7,952.17. The 
association pa'd its officers $4.62 for each 
$1.000 of the mean amount of Insurance, 
while the largest life insurance company 
in the world found it could pay not only 
dts officers. but all of its office employes 
with 70 cents per $1,000. 

“In fact the organization has, from its 
own statements. the appearance of an as- 
soc'ation for the express purpose of profit 
other than the death and disability bene- 
, fits contemplated by law.”

Mr. Fidson said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“We recelved a letter from Mr. Orear re- 
fusing to give us a certificate of authority, 
on an op'nion by the Attorney Generat that 
the endowment certificate. form of policy 
is not admissible under the fraternal 
surance law. 

“We will. of course, proceed at once to 
hange our certificates, in order to comply 
with the new ruling. I do not believe we 
will have any trouble whatever, ao I ean 
assure vou the Renevolent Association w'l!l 
continue to do business at the old stand 
for many years to come. 

“The action of the State Department will, 
of course, annoy us to the extent of re-

WISNER ESTATE SETTLED.

GERMANY AND HAYTL 


TROUBLE BETWEEN THE TWO 
COUNTRIES SETTLED BY AN 
AMERICAN DIPLOMAT. 


HAYTI’S SIDE OF THE CASE. 


Lueders Has Been Expelled. After 
Causing a Gross Insult to Pres- 
ident Simon - Sam. 


Correspondent of the Associated Press. 

KINGSTON, Jamaica, Nov. &8.—The 
threatened rupture between Germany and 
Hayti has, so far, been amicably settled, 
thanks to the mediation of the United 
States Minister, Mr. W. F. Powell, though 
it is still understood that Germany intends 
to make a naval demonstration in Haytian 
waters. The German version of the trouble 
has already. been published. 

Followifig is the Haytian side of the dis- 
pute: tT 

The dispute arose out of the imprisonment 
of Herr Emile Lueders, the son of a Ger- 
man, who married a Haytian woman. Up 
to a short time ago Lueders was a Haytlian 
citizen, but, it is added, having been con- 
cerned in various little affrays, among 
which are mentioned four duels, he seem- 
ingly deemed it wise to change his nation- 
ality and registered his name at the German 
Consulate. For an assault upon a cab 
driver, said to have been unprovoked, to 
which Lueders, it is said, pleaded guilty, 
he was sentenced to one month's impris- 
onment. He appealed from this decision to 
the Correct.onal Court and the sentence was 
altered, he being sentenced to one year's 
seclusion and a fime of 500 francs. A fur- 
ther appeal was pending when the Ger- 
man Minister interfered without invitation, 
and, it is claimed, forced his way into the 
private apartments of Tiresiags Simon Sam, 
the President of the Haytian Republic, and 
én a rude and peremptory manner demand- 
ed the release of Lueders, with an apology 
to the German Government, an indemnity 
of $1,000 a day for the time he had been in 
prison, the immediate trial of the police 
who arrested him and the dismissal of the 
judges who sentenced him. If the pris- 
oner were not released with!n twenty-four 
hours the indemnity was to be $5,000 per 
day for every day afterward. 

Naturally the President resented the in- 
sult which had been offered him, and firmly 
but politey referred the Minister, Count 
Schwerin, who is Charge d’Affaires of the 
German Empire at Port-au-Prince, to the 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, whose duty it 
was to enter into such matters. The Ger- 
man Minister demanded that Simon Sam 
should comply with his demands and meet- 
ing with a refusal cabled to Berlin for in- 
Structions. A reply having been received, 
he hauled down his flag and announced 
that three German war vessels were on 
their way to Port-au-Prince to see that 
the most reasonable demands of the Consul 
were granted. 

This news, becoming public property, 
roused the Haytians to a fever heat of ex- 
citement and indignation and even the 
American and British residents felt that it 
was an attempt to milk a cow already dry 
and that the Hayilans, despite their feeble- 
ness, were bound to resist it. Many of 
them indeed offered their services to the 
Haytian Governmenf as volunteers in the 
event of any trouble occurring. 

Feeling the current of public opinion and 
the certainty of support in any defense of 
any action he might take, the President 
called in as many troops as could be 
reached at short notice, the barracks were 
filled, ammunition was served out and every 
preparation made for a fierce strugg@le.. The 
foreign minister addressed a letter to Phe 
diplomatic corps, inclosing copies of the 
letters which had passed between Count 
Schwerin and himself. in which he spoke 
of the action of the German Minister as a 
“regretable incident, which has made the 
mos; deplorable impression.”’ 

Acting entirely upon his own volition, Mr. 
Powell the United States Minister, ad- 
dressed letters to the Haytian Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, requesting that Mr. Lued- 
ers be released. The Haytian Minister. then,

SCORING JINGOISM. 


Bishop Doane’s Address to the Clergy 
of Albany Diocese. 


ALBANY, N. Y., Nov. 16.—Bishop William 
Grosswell Doane, in his annual address to 
the clergy of the Diocese of Albany to-day, 
epeaking of the relations of America to 
, England in the Lambeth conference, was 
very intense in his condemnation of what is 


called ‘‘jingoism.” 

Relating to the report upon the subject 
of international arbitration, he said: 

“There can be no question but that within 
the last two or three years, from various 
causes and with some fault on both sides, 
the minds 6f men have been accusiomed to 
the thought of a possible resort to arms as 
the settlement of national questions be- 
tween England and America. With our 
many extreme experiences of partisan vio- 
lence, the English Government, the eo 
people and the English press have been 
most patient; but unless we come to recog- 
nize more than we do the recklessness of 
speech, the facility of rousing prejudices 
and the danger of provoking even the most 
patient strength, we may bring about a state 
of things Infinitely disgraceful and infinitely 
cree tba to our Christianity ana our civ- 
11Zation, 

Bishop Doane said the spirit of hostility 
so openly expressed on this side the water 
was p.esent though latent in England, and 
we should be careful how we aroused this 
feeling to active hostility. 

“If, as has been suggested,”’ he added, 
“the old revolutionary spirit that regarded 
England as a tyrant is still kept alive by our 
school books of history, then it is time the 
text books were changed.”

SUPREME COURT SO DECIDES. 


Before a Conviction Can Be Sustained 
Actual Damages to Property 
Must Be Proven, .4 


Smoke is not a nuisance. The Supreme 
Court of Missour!l so decided Tuesday in 
the case of the City of St. Louis vs. the 

- Edward Heitzeberg Packing and Provision 
Co, : 

The decision sistains the position taken by 
Judge Murphy and ex-Judge Morris, who 
held tha. individual damage must be proved 
and that smoke jis not in itself a nuisance, 
The decision has the effect of nullifying the 
city ordinance defining smoke as a nul- 
sance, 

The opinion reads: “‘Now, smoke alone 
Was not a nuisance per se at common law, 
nor has it been so detlared to be by any 
statute of this State. The Legislature has 
defined what shall constitute a nuisance in 
this State by a general enactment, in these 
words: ‘Every person who shall erect or 
maintain any public nuisance tq the an- 
noyance or Mmjury of any portion of the in- 
habitan's of this State shall «be deemed 
uiktty of a misdeameanor. Section 3851, R. 3S. 
Jo., 1889." "’ 

Secretary James Cox of the Citizens’ 
Smoke Abatement Association was sur. 
prised when told of the decision. 

“We had reason to believe that the Su- 
preme Court would find in our favor,” he 
said. ‘The ruling will, I presume, put a 
quietus on the associat'on. As a matter 
of fact we have done nothing in the way of 
smoke abatement since last April, when 
lack of funds caused the practical dissolu- 
tion of the association. 

“After re-electing the 
qyerned sine die with $14 in the treasury. 
Ve have not attempted to make any cases 
since. There are several cases pending 
but Judge Stevenson has steadily refuse 
to try them pending the decision of the ap- 
pealed case before the Supreme Court.” 

Dunng the two years it was in existence 
the association secured 307 convictions. 

Until recently’ the city employed three 
smoke inspectors at $100 a month each. 
They were let out when the Assembly 


failed to make an appropriation to carr 
them on the rolls. — '

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Case of Interest to Lawyers and the 
Judge’s Statement, 


The decision of Judge Klein, on the mo- 
tion of Davis Boogher to have Judge Ches- 
ter H. Krum disbarred in the case of 
Boogher vs. J. B. Johnson and William H. | 
Stevenson, is awalted with a good deal of | 
interest by attorneys. | 

Boogher claims that Judge Krum became. 


possessed of much information of a confi- | 
deniial nature while acting as his attorney | 
in the Criminal Court, and afterwards in 


a suit against J. B. Johnson. 

Now that he is attorney for Stevenson in 
a suit of Boogher against Stevenson, 
Roogher wants him disbarred on the ground 
that it is against public policy to let him 
remain in the case, 

Judge Krum, who was sick when the mo- 
tion was filed, said Tuesday: 

“My attention has been called to a court 
notice entitled ‘He Knows Too Much,’ 
which appeared in the Post-Dispatch of 
yesterday. 

“There are some statements in the publi- 
cation which are true; some which are not 


50. 

“I do not represent both of the defendents 
in-Boogher vs. Johnson and Stevenson. 
do represent Stevenson. The defendants are 
jointly sued. 

“In 1890 I brought suit for Boogher 
against Johnson. I did not sue Stevenson 
and never was employed or advised with 
so to do. The suit against Johnson was 
dismissed. 

“As far as my appearing for Stevenson 
in the pending case is concerned, there is 
nothing to render it objectionable even up- 
on the most exalted ethical consideration. 
If Stevenson directed the prosecution of 
Boogher, which I defended, yet when 
Boogher sued Stevenson by reason of such 
prosecution, and I did not bring the suit 
and did not advise it, there was no reason 
why I should not appear for Stevenson. 

‘The article now commented upon states 
that after the proceedings in the Criminal 
Court were ended Boogher employed me to 
sue Johnson and Stevenson and then re- 
vealed to me all the facts in his possession. 

“This is not only untrue, but it ts unduly 
flattering. My defense of Boogher in the 
criminal case must have been ingenious to 
the last degree when it was based upon 
facts which I did not obtain from any 
source. 

“No wonder that Stevenson at once saw 
the need of securing in his own behalf a 
so brilliant and preternaturally accom- 
plished lawyer.”
